II. Functions 

The functions of this Samiti will be to render advice 
to concerned Departments for the implementation of the 
various provisions relating to Official Language contained 
in the Constitution, Official Language Act/Rules, decisions 
of the Kendriya Hindi Samiti and the instructions issued 
by the Ministry of Home Affairs (Deptt. of Official 
Language) in this regard and on matters relating to pro- 
gress ve use of Hindi for official purposes. 

III. Tenure 

The term of the SAMITI will be ordinarily three years 
from the date of its constitution provided that : 

(a) A member of Parliament nominated to the Samiti 
shall cease to be the member of the Samiti as 
soon as he ceases to be a member of Parliament. 

(b) A mid-term vacancy shall be filled up by the 
other person, and the person so nominated will 
hold the office of member for the residual period 
of the SAMITI.
